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KPFA  PROGRAM  PARTICIPANTS:  FELIX  GREENE 

"KPFA  is  a  BBC  Third  Program  with  more  courage."  This  is  the  way  Felix 
Greene,  ex-Senior  Official  of  the  BBC  and  former  head  of  its  American  operations 
feels  about  us.  To  show  how  we  feel  about  him,  we  have  asked  him  to  initiate  the 
series  of  KPFA  benefit  programs  that  will,  we  hope,  help  alleviate  that  famous  deficit 
of  ours.  He  will  speak  at  Veterans'  Auditorium  in  San  Francisco  on  March  27th  at 
8:30  on  his  recent  journey  to  Communist 
China,  and  show  the  first  extensive  set  of 
color  slides  to  come  out  of  that  country  since 
its  present  regime  came  to  power. 

"I'm  no  photographer,"  he  admits  mod- 
estly, "but  the  slides  turned  out  beautifully. 
I  wandered  all  over  into  out-of-the-way  vil- 
lages, side  alleys  of  cities,  often  quite  alone, 
sometimes  walking  20  miles  a  day."  During 
his  largely  unsurpervised  five  weeks'  journey 
inside  Communist  China,  a  visit  approved  by 
our  State  Department  and  by  the  British  For- 
eign Office,  Mr.  Greene  discovered,  as  he  puts 
it,  that  "one  quarter  of  the  world's  people  are 
accomplishing  feats  that  we  in  America  have 
no  inkling  of.  We  are  going  to  get  about  six- 
teen Sputnik  shocks  rolled  into  one  when  we 
do  find  out." 

A  British  citizen  resident  in  this  country  for  the  past  twenty  years — that  is, 
between  his  twice-yearly  trips  to  Europe  and  elsewhere — Mr.  Greene  is  officially  an 
importer  and  the  vice-president  of  an  electronics  corporation  on  the  Peninsula.  His 
commentaries  on  KPFA  have  embraced  such  diversified  topics  as  education,  religion, 
psychiatry,  and  international  relations,  and  have  been  among  the  most  provocative 
talks  ever  broadcast  by  KPFA,  if  audience  letters  are  any  criterion.  Such  versatility 
of  interests  is  typical  of  a  man  who  began  his  career  as  one  of  the  youngest  candidates 
for  a  Parliamentary  seat  Britain  has  known.  He  "stood"  for  office  at  the  request 
of  the  then  Prime  Minister  Ramsay  MacDonald,  whom  he  later  served  as  member  of 
the  Prime  Minister's  Political  Executive  Committee.  During  his  nearly  ten  years  with 
the  BBC  he  managed  to  be  sent  on  a  number  of  special  missions  to  all  parts  of  the 
world.  The  British  Colonial  Office  "borrowed"  him  to  make  a  study  of  radio  in 
Colonial  territories,  and  the  Canadian  government  used  his  services  as  advisor  in 
setting  up  the  present  CBC.  He  was  sent  as  an  observer  to  the  Pan-American  Con- 
ference in  Lima,  to  Spain  during  the  Civil  War,  and  to  Latin-American  capitols  to 
make  a  vital  report  on  Fascist  propaganda  shortly  before  the  war.

This  is  Volume  Nine,  No.  1  of  the  Folio.  This  fact,  plus  the  fine  response  to  our 
recent  questionnaire,  have  catalyzed  some  ideas  and  plans  that  have  been  brewing 
for  years  in  KPFA's  Program  Department,  with  results  herewith  unveiled.  Instead 
of  the  "across  the  board"  concept  of  program  scheduling,  in  which  programs  of  the 
same  type  are  heard  at  approximately  the  same  time  every  night,  we  are  now  experi- 
menting with  a  variation,  occasioned  by  the  diversity  of  listener-opinion  on  times, 
as  well  as  on  content  of  our  offerings.  Our  subscribers,  it  would  appear,  dine  any- 
where from  5  to  9  P.  M.,  and  many  seem  to  encounter  talk  programs  just  when  music 
is  most  desired,  or  vice  versa.  Our  new  flexible  scheduling  of  the  5-8:15  segment  will 
allow  for  somewhat  more  equalized  satisfaction.  "We  will  welcome  comments  on  this 
innovation. 

There  are  also  a  number  of  other  changes  in  program  times,  and  we  would  advise 
a  close  perusal  of  the  Folio  until  the  new  schedule  has  had  a  chance  to  harden.  For 
example.  Frank  de  Bellis'  >sic  of  the  Italian  Masters"  will  move  back  to  seven 

o'clock  on  Sundays,  with  the  Folk  Music  Workshop  of  Rolf  Cahn  at  six.  "Golden 
Voices"  will  peal  forth  on  Tuesdays  at  7:45;  "Jazz  Archives"  on  Thursdays  at  9:15, 
followed  at  9:45  by  Kenneth  Rexroth.  "Ethnic  Music"  will  be  heard  Sundays  at  5:30, 
and  Joe  Agos'  "Contemporary  Jazz"  is  on  Saturdays  at  the  same  time.  We  also  call 
your  attention  to  the  hour  listed  as  "KPFA  Grabbag"  on  Saturday  nights;  this  open 
period  will  allow  for  last-minute  programs  that  come  along  of  sufficient  importance 
and  timeliness  to  warrant  immediate  presentation.  If  nothing  shows  up  we  will  still 
have  enough  material  on  hand  to  make  the  hour  worth  hearing.
